From the age of six until around the late teens 
or early twenties the pupil must spend many hours in 
a school room under the guidance of a teacher, and 
it is a tragedy when that teacher is inadequate to me 
great task entrusted to her. : 

That Miss Marie Rourke was true to her task, 
adequate in all ways and superior in many, was dem- 
onstrated during the thirty or forty years which she. 
spent in preparing children for life, and teaching 
those same children’s children later on in life. Many 
_parents must have brought their darlings to her 
saying “Miss Marie, here is our child. We want you 
to. teach him as you did us. We know you will do 
him good and we want him to learri under you.” 

Miss Rourke was good to all children, loving and 
teaching impartially, and they loved her and readily 
absorbed the knowledge she shared with them. But a 
successful teacher must do more than hand out prob- 
lems and mark papers; she must supplement the 
home teaching, and in many, many instances supply 
the incentive toward better living utterly lacking in 
that child’s own home, or else poorly supplied. The 
true teacher encourages, inspires and provides a way 
insofar as she is able for each child to realize some 
of his innermost ambitions. To such a teacher no 
way is closed, no heart is unheeding and no love is 
withheld. . 7 

This kind of woman is one of God’s own noble- 
women, and of this class was Miss Marie Rourke. If 
there were some pupils who did not altogether love 
and honor her it was because they were not allowed 
to be disorderly or insubordinate in her presence, and 
these must have been few indeed, for she had a “way” 
with her, and without a great show of discipline soon 
won over those who disagreed with her administration 
of- justice and knowlédge. 

Her passing reminds us anew that we should cherish 
our good teachers, showing them how much we ap- 
preciate what they are doing for our-children and our 
generation. We should give them garlands and 
boquets of living words and gracious acts while they. 
are with us and not wait until they have left, “and [ 
‘then tell each other with tears in our eyes and pain i 
in our hearts how fine they were and how much we] 
will miss them. To the credit of our fine staff - of 
teachers be it said that there are many grand women 
giving their days and years to this task, and this will 
be made lighter and brighter by a word of praise 
from parents and pupils. 

Miss Marie has left this mortal world for a hap- 
pier sphere, but her memory will linger on, blessing 
all with whom she came in contact: The seventh 
verse of Second Timothy—‘“I have fought a good| 
fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the 
faith: henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of | 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give me at that day”— may well be written as 
her epitaph by those who knew her well.—IBJ.

From 1931 to 1973, he was pro- 
fessor of medicine at LSU 
Medical School and was also 
head of the medical department 
for many years. He was the 
founder and dean of the LSU

Letters from Centenary College, 
Shreveport, La. Dr. Hull was a 
Fullbright Fellow at the Un-

in medicine. Until his death, he 
served on the board of trustees of 
Christorium College, War- 
rington, Va. Dr. Hull was a 
member of the Knights of Col- 
umbus and was made Knight of 
Gregory by Bishop Greco, Alex- 
andria, La., in 1971. He was a 
member of Sacred Heart 
Catholic Church.
